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REPORT OF NORFOLK COUNTY ROAD SYSTEM | 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: I beg leave to submit to your Honorable Body, 
my thirty-fourth annual report on the Norfolk County Road 
System. 


In presenting this report to you, I desire to acquaint you 
with the condition of the Road System, according to the records. 
The report presented at the January session in 1946 gave a 
detailed account of the roads. Many changes have taken place 
since that time; considerable construction work has been com- 
pleted, and 32 miles have been added to the System. It is also 
noticeable that only two members of the 1946 County Council 
are present in the 1951 Council. 


The System to-day comprises 242 miles, which may be 
classified as follows: Concrete .3 miles, Bituminous surfaces, 198 
miles, Stone 3.2 miles, Gravel, 12 miles, and the balance dirt 
roads, 28.5 miles. These will be more specificially dealt with 
later on in this report. 


During 1950 no new Bituminous surfaces were laid. This 
was due to the bad breakup during the Spring of 1950. These 
breakups may be attributed to three causes: 


1. Climatic conditions 
2. Insufficient underdrainage 
3. The carrying of excessive loads 


The practice of overloading of trucks is the greatest enemy 
which the roads have to contend with. The County and Town- 
ship roads are classed as Class B roads and Section 83 of the 
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Highway Traffic Act states that no vehicle shall be moved over 
a Class B road with a gross load exceeding 8 tons. Licences for 
tractor trailer types are now issued as high as 17 tons, and quite 
a few of these are using Class B roads. If this higher standard 
of loading is permitted, the inference that one draws is, that 
the roads will have to be built stronger in order to cope with 
the situation. 


The greater part of the Bituminous surfaces on your Road 
System is merely a wearing surface, depending on the base 


course for the carrying capacity. With the deterioration of the 


base course, due to causes 1 and 2 mentioned above, the neorinE 
course is destroyed. 


During the past two months I have made careful inspection 
trips, studying the conditions of the whole of the County Road 
System. The following is a brief report of these conditions: 


» 


ROAD NO. 1—Courtland, to the west boundary of the 
County. Bituminous surface throughout, partly double surface 
treatment, the balance, mulch. Some of the D.S.T. may require 
a mulch top this year. 


ROAD NO. 2—From LaSalette to Waterford Village. Bitu- 
minous surface, part double surface treatment and mulch. Must 
of this road is in good condition. 


ROAD NO. 8—Waterford to Nober. Bituminous surface, 
somewhat narrow east of Townsend Centre. A new bridge 
was erected during 1950, west of Villa Nova. 


ROAD NO. 4—Mabee’s Corners to Kings Highway 19. 
Mulch road 22 ft. wide in good condition; might require a re- 
treatment this year. 


ROAD NO. 5—Town line between Middleton and Housh- 


ton and N. and S. Walsingham and Houghton from Road 1 to : 
Road 9. Double surface treatment between Road 1 and Road 7. — 
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The north 2.75 miles laid in 1934 and the balance to Road 7 in 


1937. Some mulch patches have been applied. Some deteriora- 
tion in the D.S.T. is noticeable. From Road 7 to Road 24 is 
stabilized with tar or asphalt. Two breaks last year have receiv- 
ed a good coat of gravel in 1950 and a mulch can be applied. 
From Road 24 across the 4th and 3rd Concessions is classed as a 
dirt road. Concession 2 and 1 were graded and stoned in 1950. 


ROAD NO. 6—From Highways No. 6 to County boundary. 
Stone base built in 1929 and surtace treated with tar. 3 new 
culverts were installed in 1950. . 


ROAD NO. 7—From Simcoe to Houghton Centre. Bitu- 
minous surface with the exception of one mile north of Hough- 
ton Centre. Three types of surfaces, double surface treatment, 
mulch, and stabilization. The D.S.T. west of Langton to the 
top of the west hill of the Venison Creek, laid in 1937 and 1938, 
is showing signs of breaking up in places. The D.S.T. east and 
west of Pine Grove Church will require some repair this year. 
The balance of the road is in good condition. 


ROAD NO. 8—From Road 9 to the boundary line between 
Norfolk and Oxford. Bituminous surfaced from Road 9 to Road 
1. From Road 1 to No. 3 Highway, Gravel road, should receive 
a mulch this year. North of No. 3 Highway is classed as a dirt 
road, will be impassable in certain places in the Spring. 


ROAD NO. 9—From Highway No. 24 passing through Vit- 
toria and St. Williams to the north end of Port Rowan and thence 
to the west boundary of the County in the Township of Hough- 
ton. This is the longest road on the County System, a distance 
of 33 miles. It is bituminous surfaced with the exception of 2.75 
miles in the Township of Houghton. There are five different 
types of bituminous surfaces—double surface treatment, mulch, 
retread, penetration, and stabilization. From Highway 24 to 
Road 10 the surface is either D.S.T. or mulch. Some of the 
D.S.T. was laid in 1935, one piece of mulch, in Vittoroia, was 
laid in 1928. From Road 10 to one mile north of Port Rowan 
is retread, constructed in 1929, ’80 and ’81. From this point to 
Road 8 is pentration surface, constructed in 1921 and 1926. From 
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Road 8 to the west boundary of S. Walsingham is mulch, the next 
2.75 miles is stone and gravel. The balance of the road is sand 
‘stabilization, the first portion being laid in 1938. At Clear Creek 
there is a bad road condition due to the hills. West of Clear 
Creek .6 miles of grading and stoning was done in 1950. 


ROAD NO. 10—From Highway No. 3 to Road 7 and from 
Road 7 to Road 9. Mostly D.S.T. on which some mulch patches 
have been applied, and .8 miles north of Silver Hill, stabilization. 
The D.S.T. parts will require some mulch patch this year. 


ROAD NO. 11—From No. 3 Highway to Road 9 and again 
from Road 9 to the top of Turkey Point Hill. A mulch road with 
the exception of that portion between Road 7 and No. 3 High- 
way. This road was graded and gravelled in 1948 and 1949, 
resurfaced with gravel in 1950, and is now ready for a mulch 
surface. 


ROAD NO. 12—From Road 9 to the lake at Port Ryerse. 
This road was originally a D.S.T. bituminous surface but is now 
practically a mulch road to the foot of the hill at Port Ryerse. 
The bridge leading to the lake is unsafe and a new bridge should 
be constructed this year. 


ROAD NO. 13—From the County boundary between Oxford 


and Norfolk easterly and northerly to the County boundary be- - 


tween Norfolk and Brant at the Village of Kelvin. Some D.S.T. 
Bituminous surface, the balance mulch. Some mulch patches 
will probably be required this year. There is a narrow bridge 
at Bookton. 


ROAD NO. 14—From Delhi to the boundary line be- 
tween Norfolk and Brant County. From Delhi easterly 1.1 miles 
is 1929 mulch surface. The next four miles to Road 2 is a D.S.T. 
surface laid in 1935 and ’86. Some mulch patches have been laid 
since. From Road 2 to Road 16 is a D.S.T. surface laid in 1985. 
Some mulch patches have been added. From Road 16 two miles 
north easterly was graded in 1949 and a light coat of gravel 
applied. This piece of road can now be stabilized. The next 
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mile south of Vanessa is a mulch road, constructed in 1928, is 
in good condition, has a natural drainage, is only 15 ft wide. 
From Vanessa to the county boundary a D.S.T. surface was 
laid in 1938 and has stood up very well. Some mulch patches 
may be required this year. 


ROAD NO. 15—From the north boundary of the Township 
of Townsend, passing through the Township of Townsend and 
Woodhouse to the Village of Port Dover. This is a bituminous 
surface throughout, mostly mulch with some D.S.T. surface. In 
some parts of Townsend this road is narrow. Considerable of 
this mulch road was constructed in 1928, 1929, 1980 and 1931. 
There are two narrow bridges in the Township of Woodhouse. 
Some underdrainage could be done to advantage. 


ROAD NO. 16—From Highway No. 3 to Road No. 2 and 
from Road 2 to Road 13. Bituminous mulch surface excepting 
one mile north of Teeterville. From No. 3 Highway to Road 2 
is narrow in most parts. It was constructed as a mulch in 1929 
and 1931. The road north of No. 2 is narrow for two concessions. 
The bridge at Teeterville is narrow. 


ROAD NO. 17—From Highway 24 to Bealton and then 
south to Villa Nova. This is a Bituminous surface, partly D.S.T. 
and mulch. The D.S.T. surface may require some mulch patches 
this year. There are two narrow bridges between Villa Nova 
and Bealton. 


ROAD NO. 18—From Highway No. 24 to the north boun- 
dary of the County. From No. 24 Highway to County Road 2 
a Mulch surface constructed in 1929 and 1930. It has received 
some mulch patches. A narrow culvert on this road should be 
replaced or extended. Just north of this culvert there is about 
.25 miles of corduroy beneath the surface. This corduroy 
should be removed. From Road No. 2 to the north end of the 
road, a distance of 6 miles, was taken over in 1948. This road 
should be graded. There are several small bridges and culverts 
which will have to be reconstructed... This road is a link between 
Highway No. 2 and Highway 24. The County of Brant has 
. improved their portion as far south as Scotland. ! 
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ROAD NO. 19—From the Town of Simcoe on Cedar Street 
td No. 3 Highway. Concrete pavement constructed in 1929. A 
mulch surface would protect the present surface. 


ROAD NO. 20—The Indian Line at the north-east corner — 
of the Township of Townsend. This is a gravel road, 2 narrow 


bridges at Courtnage’s Mill and a dangerous corner just east of 
the Mill. 


_. ROAD NO. 21—Leading from Road 9 to the St. Williams 
Dock. Mulch road to the top of the hill. The hill has been 
gravelled and a mulch could be applied after the east side of 
the road is underdrained. 


ROAD NO, 22—Passing through the Village of Port Rowan 
from Road 9 to Long Point Park gate. The road is Penetration 
and mulch. 


ROAD NO. 23—From Road 10 passing through Lynedoch 
then westerly to Road 8. Two miles of mulch previously con- 
structed by the Township of Charlotteville. 4.75 miles westerly 
from end of mulch to Road 8 needs regrading and gravelling. 


- ROAD NO. 24—From Road 9 passing through Charlotte- 

ville, S. Walsingham, and Houghton Townships to Fairground. — 
This road requires grading throughout. The bridge over Big 
Creek is in a dangerous condition and should be built this year. 
Three other bridges will need rebuilding as grading is proceeded 
with. Considerable heavy cut and fill work will have to be done. — 
The road from Fairground to Cultus was impassable at the 
beginning of this year. Also several places in S. Walsingham car 
were mired. ! 


The more important features of the work of 1950 were as 
follows: Construction of 3 bridges, one on Road 3, one on Road 
9 and one on the County boundary between Oxford and Nor- 
folk, being a County bridge not on the County Road System. 
Construction of 2.1 miles of grading and stoning with certain 
underdrainage. Six large culverts and a number of smaller ones 
were installed. 9.387 miles of mulch patches and 41.7 miles of 
retreatments. ' 
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Bridge Construction: 


County Bridge No. 10 between Oxford and Norfolk Coun- 
ties. This bridge consists of concrete abutments on piles with 
steel beams, a 40° span with a 20-foot width of concrete road- 
way. This bridge was done by contract at a cost of $14,235.48. 
Norfolk's share was $7,117.75. 


Bridge on Road 9 at Vittoria. A contract was let on this 
bridge. It is a reinforced concrete beam bridge, 26’ span with 
a 30-foot roadway. Cost to date $9,314.66 with a hold-back 


_ of $1500 on the contract, making a total of $10,814.66. 


Bridge on Road 3 at Villa Nova. This bridge was construct- 
ed by the county organization on day work. The bridge is a 
reinforced concrete rigid frame arch 28° span with a 30-foot 
roadway. Total cost $8,246.44. | 


Road Construction: 


Road 9—.6 of a mile of grading, 2 arch pipe culverts install- 
ed, 6,900 feet of 6” perforated pipe installed, 1,590 tons of stone 
laid. Total cost $16,388.87. 


Road 5—1.6 miles grading and stoning, 3 large pipe arch 
culverts installed, 4,287 tons of stone applied, 1,360 feet of 6” 
perforated pipe laid and back filled. Considerable heavy grad- 
ing was done on this road, total cost $23,351.33. 


Road 6—Three large culverts were installed on this road. 
The old culverts were quite narrow and dangerous. Two of these 
culverts were of multi-plate type, the third was a pipe arch type. 
Total cost $8,557.40. 


Certain construction work was proceeded with in the Village 
of Port Dover and the Village of Delhi, in accordance with the 
agreements between the County and these Villages. 


In the Village of Port Dover a mulch road was constructed, 


24 wide, from Main St. to the bridge over the dam at Misner’s 


mill, total cost $3,793.13 of which $632.19 was charged to the 
Village of Port Dover. This work may require a treatment in 
1951, which should be charged to the original construction.

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Following a convention on Weed Spraying at the Ontario 
Agricultural College, it was decided to improve our spraying 
outfit, with the idea that a reduction of costs in spraying could 
be accomplished. The County organization rebuilt the outfit 
with the exception of a new pump. According to the records I 
find that in 1949 the labor and truck charges amounted to 
$1,696.00, the mileage sprayed being 92 miles, whereas in 1950 
the labor and truck charges amounted to $1,097.00 for 160 miles. 
It is aso noted that there is less liability of damage to crops. 


Traffic Counters were placed as last year in July and 
August, and October. A chart has been prepared and will be 
kept in the county office for comparison with future years. The 
traffic was similar to that of 1949, although a very distinct 
increase was noted on County Road No. 3. During the October 
count 4 tubes were deliberately cut and destroyed. New tubes 
had to be purchased to replace them.

A By-law to peeeinen members of the Norfolk County Road 
System Committee. 


WHEREAS Bader R.S.O. 1937, Chapter 56, Section 14 (4) 
“The Highway Improvement Act,” and as amended in 1945, 
“Where a County Road System is established under this Act 
the Council shall appoint by By-law, three or five persons resi- 
dent of the County, but who need not be members of Council, 
who shall constitute a Committee for the purpose of directing the 
work to be done on the County Road System.”
